Medical  Officer  of  Health  uni.il  Juno  30th,  1947.  Alien  Divisional 
Public  Health  administration  was  introduced  and  the  otlcy  and 
Ilkloy  U.D.Cts  and  the  Aha rfo dale  R.D.C.  wore  formed  ini.o  one 
Public  Health  Division,  Dr.  Jolfo  resigned  after  8-|-  years  service. 


At  a  meeting  hold  at  Otlcy  on  12th  November,  1946,  the 
representatives  of  the  Otloy  Urban  District  Council  agreed  to 
participate  in  a  County  Scheme  of  Divisional  Health  Administration 
applicable-  to  the  Cost  Hiding  County  Council  area.  It  was  proposed 
that  Otlcy  and  Ilk’lcy  Urban  Districts  and  Wharfodalo  Rural'  District 
should  form  Division  No.  6  in  tho  County  Scheme.  Those  proposals 
wore  approved  at  a  mooting  of  the.  Otlcy  Urban  District  Council  on 
2nd  Doccjmbor,.  1946.,  The  now  Division  officially  came  into  being 
on  ;July  1st ,  ‘1947.;

ALL  CAUSES 
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Tho  Birth  and  Death  rates  show  very  littlo  variation 
from  those  of  1946. 

Thb  Infant  Mortality  rato  is  approximately  double  that 
of  1946,  Of  the  10  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year,  five  wore 
duo  to  preventable  causes.  It  must,  however,  bo  remembered  that, 
when  dealing1  \/ith  small  numbers,  such  rates  are  liable  to  consider¬ 
able  fluctuation  as  tho  result  of  only  a  few  deaths.  Two  thirds 
of  tho  total  number  of  deaths  occurred  among  persons  of  65  and  over. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.

Dur ing  1947  the  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fet'd  r  and  ^hooping 
Cough  was  low  compared  to  1946,  whereas  measles'-  showed  a  largo 
increase  especially  during  the  second  quarter  of  the  year. 


Acute  Poliomyelitis,  -  In  tho  early  summer  of  1947  it  became 
obvious  that  the  Incidence  of  poliomyelitis  in  the  United  Kingdom 
and  in  the'  Post  Riding  of  Yorkshire  was  likely  to  reach  epidemic 
proportions.  The  first  case  in  Otloy,  however1,  did  not  occur 
until  August  20th,  1947,  and  the  last  case  in  tho  year  was  reported 
on  24th  Fovomber,  3 947 .  During  this  period  of  approximately 
three  months,  13 •  cases  of  suspected  poliomyelitis  wore  admitted 
to  the  Fharfodalo  Joint  ‘  Isolation  '  Hospital  and  in  only  four  cases 
was  the  diagnosis  confirmed.

LkT o n . |ro s pou. s' i bl o  only  for  the  keeping  of  Tuberculosis  records. 

The  responsibility  for  medical  treatment,  tho  investigation  of 
contacts,  the*  allowances  scheme  and  after-care  has  boon  undertaken 
by  the  Host  Riding  County  Council,  On.  October  1st,  tho  Divisional 
Health  Office  took  over  the  keeping  of  the  Tuberculosis  Register, 
so  that  the  Urban 'District  Council  ccdsed  to  have  any  responsibility 
in  relation  to ’Tuberculosis  except  for  the  housing  and  hygiene 
of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  living  at  home,

children  against  Diphthe r ia  has  been  administered  by  the  k>st 
Riding  County  Council,  This  has  now  boe^  taken  over  by  tho 
Divisional  Health  Office.  1  high  proportion  of  children  in  the 
District  has  been  immunised,  and  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year

In  co-operation  with  tho  Sanitary  Inspector,  an 
inspection  of  the  sanitary  conditions  at  Otloye Showground,  was 
carried  out  and  revealed  a  most  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs, 

A  report  was  submitted  to  the  Otley  Urban  District  Council  and 
considered  at  their  meeting  on  September  1st,  1947,  Tho 
Surveyor  was  asked  to  submit  a  report  and  estimate  of  cost  of  tho 
work  needed  to  satisfy -minimum  sanitary  requirements.  The  matter 
was  .referred  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  sanction  to  incur  the 
necessary  expenditure  and  was  discussed  at  a  meeting  bctwcon 
Ministry  of  Health  Officers,  tho  Town.  Clerk,  Surveyor  and  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  December  19th,  1947,  At  tho  mooting  it  was 
indicated  that  sanction  would  bo  granted  if  the  Otley  Urban  District

Otley  derives  92%  of  its  water  supplies  from  the  Moors 
feeding  the  reservoir  at  March  Ghyll;  the  remaining  Q%  is  obtained 
from  GooSoland  spring  and  borehole  at  IHnston,  The  borehole  which 
provides  a  very  hard  water  is  only  brought  into  use  as  a  supple¬ 
mentary  supply  in  the  summer.  The  village  of  "  Middleton  in  the

11.  Regular '  bacteriological  and 'Chemical  testing  o.f  the  raw 
water  at  tho  sources,  and  of  the  treated  water  from  various  points 
of  supply  is  carried  cut.  Pour  tests-  of  raw  water  at  March  Ghvlj 
gave"’ sat isfactery  chemical  results,  but  unsatisfactory  bacterio¬ 
logical  findings.  Seven  bacteriological  and  seven  chemical 
examinations  wore  made  of  water- from  tho  supply  pipes, 
wore  satisfactory.  Samples  of  water  from  the  Dr 
were  tested  on  two  occasions  ar.d  wore  found  to  satisfy 
ments  of  a  rural  water  supply.

Ill,  The  water  at  March  Ghyll  is  acid  and  liable  to  have 
plumbo- solvent  action,  Tho  water  is  treated  with  Alumi.no  Ferric 

and  Sodium  Carbonate  to  reduce  Its  acidity,  and  dally  readings  of 
P.H,  value  are  taken.  Some  anxiety  was  caused  by.  .a.  threatened 
shortage  of  Sodium  Carbonate,  but  the  supply  position  was  rectified 
before  any  real  difficulty  arose.

Arrangements  for  sewage  disposal  have  ,/orkcd  satisfactor¬ 
ily.  Minor  flooding  of  sowers  has  occurred  in  Farhley  Lane  -and 
Bridge  Street.  At  tho  sewage  disposal  works  sedimentation  is  . 
assisted  by  tho  addition  of  Alum.  A  Lea  Flowmeter  Recorder  has 
boon  installed  and  daily  carts  of  tho  volume  of  sowago  entering 
tho  works  are  ‘now  available .  Records  to  date  reveal  a  very  wide 
fluctuation  in  the  daily  volume  of  Seage,
